2. Citations and explanations (Rule 70.7) 

This application relates to a solid-state process for production of fats or oils using a fungal mixture that contains 
lipolytic enzymes to transform a lipid substrate. The fungal mixture is "derived from the substrate". The lipid 
substrate with fungally-derived lipolytic enzymes is incubated for 7-120 days at 4-35 C and a humidity of 75- 
100% before processing to obtain a biologically-active fat or oil. The biologically-active fats or oils may be used 
in the treatment of inflammatory or other medical conditions.
